"We possess clear proof that tha 


enemy gives assent -to a declaration 
going even further than that impu- 
dently made by Sir Edward Carson. 
You all know that detailed informa- 
tion regarding the French plans of 
conquest, approved T)y Great Britain 
and Russia, has been circulated for 
weeks past in th neutral press and 
that it has not been denied up to tha 
present. 


"It would be of the greatest im- 


portance for the enlightment of the 
whole world regarding' the true rea- 
sons for the continuation of the san- 
guinary massacre of nations.for it to 
be known that written proofs of our 
enemies' greed for conquest hare 
since fallen into our hands.

awakened to the fact that they pos- 
sess two of the ordinary gold bricks 
of commerce. In this discovery they 
have been assisted by the Conserva- 
tive newspapers, which have kindly 
explained to them that there was 
nothing in the speech of the excel- 
lent Dr. Michaelis that looked like 
peace without annexations, or the 
introduction of parliamentary govern- 
ment.
